No Sign, However, of Gener- 
al Drop in High Costs 
of Foodstuffs. 


* Rédtictions in the retail prices 
of butter and pork chops cheered 
St. Louis housewives today, but 
there was no sign of any general 
drop in the high cost of foodstuffs. 
Pevely Dairy Co. and St. Louis 
Dairy Co. cut the price of butter 
from 95 to 91 cents a pound after 
wholesale prices sagged in the 
face of growing consumer resist- 
ance and agitation for Federal ac- 
tion against high food prices. 
Best-grade pork chops were re- 
duced from 93 to 90 cents a pound 
in one of the leading retail mar- 
kets, This was on the center cuts. 
End cuts continued to sell for 75 
cents a pound, and other meat 
prices were generally unchanged, 
with choice sirloin steak marked 
as high as $1.05, bacon still priced 
around 95 cents, cured hams sell- 
ing for 80 cents a pound, and 
frankfurters, Polish sausage and 
good-grade hamburger still priced 
at 55 cents. Best-grade eggs still 
sold for about 80 cents a dozen. 
Quality meats were not only ex- 
pensive but scarce. Most of the 
beef on display in retail markets 
came from grass-fed cattle. An 
indication of the premium placed 
on corn-fed cattle was to be found 
in prices paid at National Stock- 
yards yesterday for animals 
marketed by 100 4H Club mem- 
bers from 30 Missouri and Illinois 
counties. Prices ranged mostly 
from $32 to $35 per hundredweight, 
with a top of $36. Approximately 
$75,000 was paid for 250 head.

WHOLESALE PRICES 
ON FOODS AT NEW 
POSTWAR PEAK 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 18 (AP)— 
Wholesale prices for foods and 
farm products soared to a record 
peak in the week ended Sept. 13, 


the Bureau of Labor Statistics re- 
ported today. These increases, pos- 
sible forerunner of higher retail 
prices, were mainly responsible for 
a 16 per cent rise in the general 
advance of wholesale prices dur- 
ing the week. 

A new postwar peak was hit for 
the eleventh consecutive week as 
the index of average prices rose 
to 157.4 per cent of the 1926 aver- 
age, considered normal at 100. 

The index was 29.3 per cent 
above the corresponding week a 
year ago, but remained 5.9 per 
cent below the record peak. of 
‘May, 1920. It was 81.3 per cent 
above the corresponding week of 
1937 and 63.8 per cent above the 
September (1929) average index. 

The index covers other com- 
modities as well as food and farm 
products.

Invest in Building Syn- 
thetic Gasoline Plant, 
Court Is Told, 


NUERNBERG, Germany, Sept. 
18 (UP)—Dr. August von Knier- 
em, general counsel and patents 
chairman for the I. G. 
chemical trust, was quoted t 
as saying that Farben and Adolf 
Hitler forced the Standard Oil Co. 
(New Jersey) and the Dutch Shell 
Oil Oo., to invest their German as- 
sets in a company manufacturing 
synthetic gasoline for the German 
air force. 

An interrogation report, submit- 
ted in the war crimes trial o 
Farben directors, quoted Von 
Knierem as alleging that Stand- 
ard Oil paid the Farben company 
$30,000,000 in Standard stock in 
1929 for Farben synthetic gasoline 
patents. The report said Stand- 
ard Oil agreed to turn over its 
German filling stations to Far- 
ben and stay out of the German 
petroleum market. 

“One hundred per cent subsid- 
faries of Standard and Duteh 
Shell, which owned all distribu- 
tion facilities and filling stations 
in Germany, could not send their 
profits to America,” the Von 
Knierem statement said. 

“The German Government ap- 
proached them asking them to 
join with Farben and spend money 
for a big hydrogenation plant,” 
Von Knierem was quoted as say- 
ing. “I went to London in 1937 
to talk the thing over with Stand- 
ard and Shell, and later a com- 
pany was formed with Shell, 
Standard and Farben each taking 
one-third of the stock interest.” 

Assistant Prosecutor. Morris 
Anchan of New York, former tax 
counsel for the War Assets Ad- 
ministration, said the new com- 
pany was forced to use the Far- 
ben process for supplying the 
Luftwaffe with synthetic gas. 

When asked whether there was 
any alternative for Standard and 
Shell, Von Knierem purportedly 
said: “I don’t see why they could 
not have obtained permission to 
use their blocked marks to build 
a hotel or something.” 

Von Knierem was quoted as 
saying that Farben sold tents 
to Standard Oil in 1929 for the 
production of gasoline, and that 
Farben agreed to stay out of the 
world oil market in return for 
Standard’s withdrawing from. the 
German oi] market. 

The Von Knierem statement 
said that Germans preferred 
American natural gasoline to Ger- 
man synthetic gasoline, but that 
if synthetic gasoline were sold 
from Standard filling stations, 
Germans would not know the dif- 
ference. 

Amchan said Farben invested 
heavily in 19382 to obtain syn- 
thetic gasoline from coal. 

Farben Art Gift to Goering. 

The prosecution presented docu- 
ments showing that Farben con- 
tributed five works of art worth

Total receipts for the five

No Blanket Suit Planned Committee to 
Advise on Challenges to Validity 
of Legislation.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 18— 
Representatives of AFL, CIO and 
public utility labor organizations 
in Missouri agreed here yesterday 
afternoon to co-operate in attack- 
ing validity of two new state 
labor laws in the courts, but did. 
not adopt any specific plan for 
the action to be taken. 

The two acts, both passed by 
the 1947 Legislature and effective 
last Sept. 10, are the King-Thomp- 
son law barring strikes against 
essential public utilities, and the 
Madison law prohibiting jurisdic- 
tional and sympathy Strikes, and 
strikes against government, and 
imposing other drastic controls. 

The approximately 75 labor lead- 
ers who attended a conference at 
the Missouri Hotel here adopted 
a motion to create an advisory or 
strategy committee of five or 
more attorneys representing the 
different groups to consider situ- 
ations upon which test cases could 
be based and to make recommen- 
dations. 

Recommendations of this com- 
mittee will not be binding on the 
unions, and final decisions on liti- 
gation will be determined by each 
group for itself, it was said. 

Organizations represented were 
the AFL State Federation of La- 
bor, the CIO Missouri State In- 
dustrial Council, Missouri Utility 
Workers’ Legislative Committee, 
and the International Association 
of Machinists. 

No Blanket Suit. 

Reuben T. Wood of Springfield, 
president of the State Federation 
of Labor, who called the confer- 
ence and presided, said it was the 
intention ultimately to attack con- 
stitutionality of all provisions of 
both laws. 

Wood, speaking for his group, 
said there would be no blanket 
suit and no move to ask the 
courts for a declaratory judgment 
construing the provisions of each 
act in its entirety. He indicated 
numerous suits would be institut- 
ded “as incidents arise.” 

“There will not be one big case,” 
Wood said, “but we will do it

CZAR’S GEMS, ART 
LEFT TO VIRGINIA 
PROVE HOT POTATO 


State Banks the Treasure — 
Museum Lacks Safeguards 
for Exhibiting It. 


RICHMOND, Va., Sept. 18 (UP) 
—With a million-dollar hot’ potato 
on its hands, the State of Virginia 
is trying to decide what to do with 
the jewel and art treasure of Czar 
Nicholas II of Russia. 

The state acquired the treasure 
three weeks ago through the will 
of Mrs. Lillian Thomas Pratt, wife 
of a vice president of General 
Motors. Officials tried to keep 
the windfall a secret. ' 


Director Thomas C. Colt Jr. of 
the Virginia Museum of Fine. Arts 
said today the collection was kept 
secret because he feared jewel 
thieves would loot it. When two 
New York art dealers inquired 


about the hoard he knew the news 
was out, and sent 158 of the most 


valuable pieces to a bank in 
armored cars. 

Colt said the museum was not 
equipped with the elaborate safe- 
guards such an exhibit would re- 
quire. The museum executive 
committee will meet Oct. 2 to de- 
cide what to do with its precious 


gift. 

Colt said the 600-piece collection 
was worth more than $1,000,000 but 
as art objects it was “priceless.” 
It includes jewels, imperial Rus- 
sian icons, pottery and carvings 
from the imperial Russian house- 
hold brought to America by colle 
tors just after the Bolshevik revo- 
lution, 

One piece is a foot-high oval of 
rock crystal containing miniature 
paintings of the Czarina and the 
Czar’s palace. The crystal rests 
on a jeweled pedestal and is 
topped by a 24-karat emerald 
valued ‘at more than $40,000.

Harry Pohlman, in favoring a 
special meeting of the board to 
investigate the activities of Slay. 
Wiethaupt said: “I think when. 
a bond is forfeited, the money 
should be paid to the schools as 
soon as there is a judgment. We 
need that money. 
“If a bondsman signs a $2500 
bond, he should be liable for the 
full amount. I don't think we 
should recommend remission of 
any part of that amount even if 
it is shown that the defendant got 
in trouble again and is in prison. 


“I believe remissions should be 
recommended by the School Board 
to the. Governor only if it is 
proved that the defendant is dead. 
The fact that a man got in trou- 
ble again and was confined to 
prison should not excuse his 
bondsman from making good on 
a bond for the earlier offense. 
Pve been sleeping on this mat- 
tr for several nights now and I’ve 
come to the conclusion that if we 
approve remitting part of a for- 
feited bond just because a man 
got in trouble a second time while 
he was already under bond, we are 
in effect, condoning crime.” 


Wiethaupt reiterated that “no 
employe of the schools is author- 
ized to act as a messenger to Jef- 
ferson City on behalf of bonds- 
men, nor is any employe author- 
ized to sufgest remission of 
bonds.” Silay frequently suggest- 
ed to the Governor’s legal secre- 
tary that part or all of a forfeited 


bond be remitted to the bonds- 
man. 

“The Governor extends us the 
courtesy of asking for our opinion 
on ‘whether a forfeited bond 
should be remitted,” Wiethaupt 
continued. “After a thorough in- 
vestigation, we have been recom- 
mending remissions, if the man is 
in prison or dead. Now I feel 
that we should recommend remit- 
ting part or all of a bond only if

RESCUED IN CAVE-IN OF WELL; 
|” BURIED TO WAIST 22 HOURS 


WARNER, N.H., Sept. 18 (UP) 
—Through the efforts of a daring 
rescue worker, Norman Woods, 
23-year-old war veteran, was 
brought out alive today from an 
18-foot well after being buried up 
to his waist for 22 hours by a 
cave-in. 

The rescue worker, Charles Bo- 
logna of Warner, was lowered into 
a shaft which rescuers had dug 
beside the well in which Wood was 
trapped when working yesterday. 

For two hours, Bologna lay on 
his stomach at the bottom of the 
pit, shoveling away dirt in an ef- 
fort to reach Woods.

RITAIN is doomed to ee in any atomic war unless it 
manages to remain neutral, a top British scientist warns, The 

. scientist, Prof. N. E. Mott, 42 years old, said the country soon 
must decide whether to abandon all preparations for atomic warfare 
or to join the United States in maintaining a world peace backed up 


by overwhelming atomic power. 


Even with American help, Brit- 
ain could not survive an atomic 
attack launched from the Euro-| 
pean continent, Mott said in the 
monthly magazine of the British 
Atomic Scientists Association. He 
is president of the association. 


The only two nations which 
might launch such an attack are 
Russia or a resurgent Germany, 
Mott said. An Anglo-American 
alliance would prove a powerful 
deterrent to war, but not an ab- 
solute guarantee of peace, he said. 


“Nothing Would Save Us.” 

“In an alliance with America, 
nothing that that country could 
do would save us if. war should 
break out against a power capable 
of occupying the Channel ports 
and equi with atomic bombs,” 
Mott said. 

“Fifty,of these missiles, launched 
with V-2 weapons in the present 
stage of development, could kill a 
quarter of the population of Lon- 
don (8,700,000) and make the city 
uninhabitable.” 

At another point in his report, 
Mott said “the Russians could do 
us more harm with 10 bombs than 
we could do them with 100.” 

In the light of this, Mott said, 
Britain soon must make a major 
decision—whether to use its slowly 
growing pile of plutonium for 
bombs or for the production of 
power. 

Atomic piles cannot be used for 
both, he said, and it was certain 
that military leaders would urge 
the production of bombs rather 
than permit the plutonium stock- 
pile to be used in peacetime devel- 


opment, 
ts for Bomb. 
The military will advance four 


arguments for the manufacture ot 


atomic bombs, he said: 

1. Britain could threaten re- 
taliation against any power that 
might use them it. 

2. They would make the Brit- 


ish _Government immeasurably . 


stronger in international af‘airs. 

3. If Britain did not have 
atomic bombs, it would have to 
renounce its position as a great 


power 

4, The bombs would be an ef- 
fective wea against any at- 
tempt at seaborne — — in- 
volving the use of harbors. 


Against these arguments, he 
said, wag the almost certain fact 
that Britain would be doomed if 
it engaged in atomic warfare with 
an enemy on the continent. 

“Now it is entirely unrealistic 
to suppose we can even consider 
atomic warfare with Russia with 
any chance of success without full 
American support, even on the 
doubtful assumption that we would 
have a greater supply of bombs,” 


Mott said. 

“But if we have an alliance 
with America, it is obviously 
preferable for military reasons 
that bomb production should be 
concentrated in their less vulner- 
able continent, just as it was in 
the war which has just ended. 
This is almost certain to be the 
view of the Americans them- 


Either Britain could put its faith 
in an interfiational authority or 
could develop atomic power for 
peace only and let the world into 
its workshops to prove it was not 
making bombs. 

He admitted there were difficul- 
ties in the way of the first alter- 
native. He said frankly there ap- 
peared little chance of obtaining 
international control in the near 
future because of friction between 
the United States and Britain on 
one hand and Russia on the 
other. . 

At the moment, he said, it was 
futile to advocate establishing an 
authority to control the activities

GREECE. Marshall quotes the United Nations’ 
own commission as saying that Yugoslavia, Al- 
bania and Bulgaria, in plain violation of interna- 
tional. law, are furnishing illegal assistance to 
guerrillas fighting the Greek Government. He 
demands that this assistance be stopped. Can 
the Soviet Union refute the statement that such 
aid is being given? Can it deny that it violates 
international law? 

KOREA. At Potsdam, in July, 1945, Soviet 
Russia signed the pledge that Korea—not an 


enemy country, but one oppressed by the Japs 


for 40 years—was to become: free and indepen- 


dent. At Moscow, in December of the same year, 


an agreement was signed by the United States, 
Britain and the Soviet Union to set up machinery 
to bring about that independence. Two years 
have passed and no progress has been made, 
though the United States has repeatedly tried 
to keep its promise toward the Koreans. Can 
the Soviet Union deny that it has stalled and 
delayed and used every type of obstructionism to 
keep Korea from being free? 

ATOM BOMB. On June 14, 1946, the United 
States made an offer unprecedented in the his- 
tory of nations. It agreed to divulge the secrets 
of the most powerful weapon ever invented in 
return for an effective system of control, The 
Soviet Union refused to accept the Baruch plan 
and, instead, offered a series of proposals that 
were unacceptable because they would not effec- 


tively protect mankind from the atomic bomb. 


The Soviet Union cannot deny that the Baruch 
offer was made; can it deny that its tactics have 
prevented a settlement of the worst nightmare 
that. has ever afflicted the human race? 

VETO. At San Francisco, the United States 
fully agreed with the Soviet Union that members 
of the Security Council should possess veto 
power.

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A British Soldier in Arlington 


What has the makings of an indelicate contro- 
versy seems to be taking form around a pro- 
posal to raise a large equestrian statue of Field 
Marshal Sir John Dill of England in Arlington 
National Cemetery, across the Potomac from 
Washington. Friends of the late British soldier 
have the project under way, while the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars and some other groups are 
opposed to it. 

While head of the British joint staff mission 
to the United States, Marshal Dill died in this 
country in 1944. Because of wartime conditions, 
he was buried in Arlington. There can be no 
valid objection to permitting his body to remain 
in our leading national cemetery: Many countries 
are represented there with military dead. 

The only proper question is vhether the pro- 
posed memorial is in keeping with the dignity 
and beauty of its surroundings. Surely those in 
the War Department to whose care the tomb of 
the Unknown Soldier is entrusted will see that 
this condition is fully met. 
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Natural Gas vs. Coal 


If the Federal Power Commission stands by 
the logic which caused it last year to authorize 
increased supplies of natural gas to this area, 
it will grant the pending application for another 
increase, 

Both pipeline enlargements are needed to pro- 
vide ample natural gas instead of the more ex- 
pensive present mixture of natural and artificial. 
Laclede Gas Light Co. has shown that it cannot 
hope to serve everyone without increased sup- 
plies. Abundant natural gas will end an unjusti- 
fied cost handicap still suffered by local gas- 
consuming industries. More and more house- 
holders want gas heat. Gas burns without smoke 
or ash, so letting them have it would benefit the 
whole community.

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The St. Louis Milk Trust 


The milk distributors of St. Louis are guilty of 
a greedy and senseless exploitation of the con- 
sumers. The area surrounding St. Louis is a 
“Little Wisconsin” where milk is produced about 
as cheaply as anywhere in the nation. Yet milk 
is selling here at as high a price as anywhere in 
the country, and the spréad between the p 
paid the farmer-producer and the consumer is 
the highest in the country without exception. 

With the 1-cent increase placed in effect Tues- 
day, standard Grade-A milk in St. Louis costs 
21% cents a quart. Compare this with cities 
similarly situated: Kansas City, 16% cents; 
Omaha, 17; Cleveland, 16; Philadelphia, Cincin- 
nati and Louisville, 19. 

The burdensome differential of from 2% to 5 
cents which St. Louisans must pay for milk is 
demonstrably due to profiteering. The distribu- 
tors pay the producer 9.6 cents a quart. This is 
almost exactly a cent-and-a-half less than they 
were paying last September, when they were 
selling milk for 18% cents a quart and doing 
very well for themselves. 

Undoubtedly costs other than the price of raw 
milk have risen somewhat in the past year, but 
certainly not enough to justify a hike of 44 
cents in the producer’s margin of profit. Costs 
have risén also in Kansas City, Omaha, Cleve- 
land, Philadelphia and other cities, but the price 
there remains in reason. | 

Under these circumstances, it is small wonder 
that the Sanitary Milk Producers, representing 
26800 dairy farmers supplying this market, resent 
the hypocritical efforts of the distributors to 
shift blame for the boost onto that group. 

The Anti-Trust Division of the: Department of 
Justice has launched an investigation of milk 
prices in St. Louis. If it probes deep enough, it 
will find some interesting facts. 3 
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An Issue of Secrecy 


May parole board records reasonably be kept 
confidential? The question comes up in the re- 
cent release of Ricca, Campagna, D’Andrea and 
Gioe, four Chicago convicts involved in the 
Willie Bioff conspiracy to extort $1,000,000 from 
the motion picture studios. They had served 
one third of their 10-year sentences. The United 
States Parole Board won't expose the basis of 
its decision to public view. 

Parole boards may exercise a kind of expert 
judgment that the lay public can only imper- 
fectly criticize even with all the information. 
However, we see no reason to withhold the rec- 
ord in the face of explicit requests. The re- 
fusal even to name the 50 persons who wrote let- 
ters urging parole seems indefensible. 

Three points argue against secrecy. Without 
full disclosure, there is no assurance that parole 
boards are competent or even clean. Secrecy 
prevents the continuous legislative review that is 
needed for parole policy and procedure. Per- 
haps most important, secrecy confers a power 
without a responsibility. In the moral sense, 
one who recommends parole stands bondsman 
for the parolee’s good behavior. His name should 
be made known in order to fix his responsibility 
—and to deter both selfishly interested and dis- 
interested persons from recommending parole 
too lightly. 

Nevertheless, the United States Parole Board 
stands on secrecy, so Representatives Busbey and 
Church are making an issue of it. Their in- 
sistence on opening the record should continue 
until it is satisfied.

To Be Remembered 


The passing years—especially those of this dec- 
ade—have filled the world with such a tumult 
that the echoes of the Saceo-Vanzetti case have 
been all but silenced. Yet once they were heard 
so loudly around the globe that it seemed they 
must be in men’s ears forever. They should be. 

So to revivify this great protest against the 
persecution of ideas, a bronze plaque by the late 
Gutzon Borglum is being offered to the Govern- 
or of Massachusetts and the Mayor of Boston 
to be placed under the arching old elms of Bos- 
ton Common, a stone’s throw from the pink- 
bricked, gold-domed Bulfinch state house that 
was desecrated by being made the stage of some 
of the sorriest scenes in the tragedy of the shoe- 
maker and the fish peddler. 

The names of those making the offer are dis- 
tinguished. The roll is headed by that of Gard- 
ner Jaekson who led the intense battle for the 
men’s lives. Also on the list are Missouri’s 
Bishop Scarlett, Chicago's Robert Hutchins, Har- 
vard's Arthur Schlesinger. But there is no need 
to embroider the Sacco-Vanzetti case—and the 
great democratic principle of freedom of thought 
which transfigures it—with a list of names. 

According to the official records of the Com- 
monwealth, Sacco and Vanzetti died in the old 
Charlestown prison 20 years ago for murder. 
Judge Thayer said they were guilty. So did Gov. 
Fuller and his eminent advisers. But many men 
held otherwise, In the words of the Encyclope- 
dia Britannica, “the public opinion of the world 
felt that the execution had taken place less upon 
the evidence than for the crime of holding ex- 
treme opinions.” 

What a man thinks or believes can never be a 
crime in a free nation. Yet it is salutary to be 
reminded in these days that justice can be per- 
verted. It is good to read again the words 
on the Borglum plaque, the words which Bar- 
tolomeo Vanzetti wrote for himself and his friend, 
Nicola Sacco, from the death house in the white- 
spired, gray-stone prison beside the Charles: 

What I wish more than all else in this last 
hour of agony is that our case and our fate 
may be understood in their real being and 
serve as a tremendous lesson to the forces of 


freedom so that our suffering and death shall 
not have been in vain,

The Arab League came into being, and 
still goes on, substantially because of the 
single-minded energy and spirit of one man, 
Abd el-Rahman Azzam. He spent eight 
years in the Libyan desert fighting the 
Italians, He is anti-Fascist through and 
through, with a long record of opposition 
to the influences of Mussolini and Hitler. 
And yet he has never 
compromised himself 
in Arab eyes by sup- 
porting British im- 
perialism. 

Azzam is ambitious 
for the Arab League 
and for the idea of 
Arab unity. But he 
seems to have little 
or no personal ambi. 
tion, and certainly no 
desire for public ac- 
claim. His work has 
not made him widely 
known to the masses 
in the Arab world, 
where most public at- 
tention goes to the ruling princes and poll- 
ticlans. And it has hardly made him known 
at all in the West. 


Azzam fought in the desert for nearly 
eight years, roaming from the Egyptian 
frontier to the edges of Tunisia. The tribes- 
men with whom he lived and battled had 
proclaimed an Arab Republic of Tripoll- 
tania. And although they never put it into 
full operation, they did chase the Italians 
to the very walls of Tripoli. 


Man With a Purpose 


He went home in 1923 because the “Arabic 
Republic of Tripolitania,” with all its high 
hopes, had been wiped out by Marshal 
Graziani in a full-fledged campaign of mod- 
ern weapons, But the Azzam who re- 
turned to Egypt was a new man. He had 
become a great leader in the desert, with 
many men under his command. And he 
had become an unshakeable believer in the 
future of Arab unity and independence. 


Back home, Azzam became a follower and 
friend of Zaghlul Pasha, the founder of the 
Egyptian Nationalist party, and accom- 
panied him to London for the peace nego- 
tiations with Ramsay MacDonald in 1924. 
Progressively, thereafter, Azzam became a 
member of the Egyptian Parliament, a dip- 
lomat and a Cabinet Minister, always with 
his mind directed most of all toward the 
problem of Arab unity. 


The League’s Beginning 


Azzam had been a lifelong opponent of 
Fascism and strongly disliked the incessant 
Nazi propaganda to which the Arabs were 
subject, at the height of World War II, in 
an attempt to turn them from the British. 
But, at the same time, he was an anti- 
imperialist to the core, and would not do 
anything for the British unless they would 
promise Arab unity and independence. 


The Egyptian Government got things 
started by inviting Arab representatives to 
Cairo, and then created a new Cabinet post 
for Auzam— Minister for Arab Affairs. The 
long negotiation for the creation of the 
Arab League thus came into his hands. 


There were many difficulties. 


Somehow or other, Azzam triumphed over 
all these difficulties and obtained the ap- 
proval of the Pact of the Arab League in 


Azzam Pashe 


Cairo on March 22, 1945. The countries 
signing were Egypt, Saudi Arabia, Lebanon, 
Syria, Iraq, Trans-Jordan and Yemen. 
Two of these are republics—Lebanon, Syria 
—and the rest monarchies. Azzam Pasha 
was named Secretary General. 

The League was then set up with a coun- 
cil, various committees and a working sec- 
retariat. Its programs of social and hu- 
manitarian work have, of course, been com- 
pletely obscured by politics. One question 
alone has been forced by events into such 
prominence that it dominates public atten- 
tion where the League is concerned: That 
is the Palestine question, 


A Skilled Diplomat 


The Arabs consider Palestine an Arab 
state. On this question, no disagreement 
among the members of the Arab League 
has ever appeared. 


And just here is where Azzam Pasha’s 
experience in world affairs, his diplomatic 
skill, his steady belief in the unity of all 
Arabs, play a great part. He agrees with 
all other Arabs who oppose the creation of 
a Jewish state in Palestine. But he does not 
wish this one question to overwhelm every 
other consideration in the future of the 
Arab world. 

For example, he knows the oppressed 
Arabs of the West—in Tripolitania, Tunisia, 
Algeria, Morocco—and feels that the Arab 
League has a mission to fulfill regarding 
them, too. 

Azzam would fight out the Palestine ar- 
gument in the United Nations and wherever 
else diplomatic means can be used, Some 
of the other Arab leaders, more locally 
minded, would have boycotted the United 
Nations Palestine discussion last May, or 
perhaps even have withdrawn from UN. 


It is the Palestine question which falsifies 
the whole picture of the Arab world as pre- 
sented to America. America is overwhelm- 
ingly pro-Zionist in feeling. Consequently, 
the Arab League, opposing Zionism by 
every means in its power, is regarded by 
unthinking Americans as anti-Semitic, 


Arab-Jewish Harmony 


Nothing could be more unfair and inac- 
curate. Azzam Pasha defines an Arab as 
anybody whose native, familiar language is 
Arabic, regardless of religion or race. This 
definition takes in Christians and Jews as 
well as Moslem Arabs. Azzam believes that 
Jews could take their place in the Arab 
world, where they have been native for 
centuries, if they wished to, and if the 
Palestine question did not cut across all 
rational values. 

Finally, something else gives the Arab 
League a wholly new importance in the bal- 
ance of forces far greater than Palestine 
and far more important than any deposits 
of petroleum, however rich. The Arab 
League controls the Middle East. All 
things conspire to give this organization, 
under Azzam Pasha, a rising importance 
in world affairs, particularly for America 
and Russia,

ONE TWO THREE. . . INFINITY, by George Gamow. 

(Viking Press, New York.) 

A# we break the world down to its sim- 
plest units of cells and virus, atoms and 
nuclei, and approach the very bases of 
physical existence, complexities overwhelm 
us. Often the mathematical formula is the 
only possible exact presentation. Any effort 
to simplify these loci of knowledge for the 
layman is laudable. 

Prof. Gamow, a well-known physical sci- 

entist, undertakes to explain such subjects 
as natural and artificial numbers, the world 
of four dimensions, relativity of space and 
time, the riddle of life, the creation and 
the end of the earth, the size of the uni- 
verse. 
The book covers so much ground that 
in spite of all its simplification it cannot 
be understood. without some background 
knowledge. To do it justice, the reader 
will have to bring to it a great desire to 
learn, and a determination to shut off his 
radio, his wife and his neighbors when 
reading it. And he will be wise to delve 
first into the fields which particularly in- 
terest him.

‘I have just put the breath of life into a 
piece of dead matter!“ 

This is a big speculation, but so are his 
others on the stellar system and other mat- 
ters. Since he subtitles the book “Facts 
and Speculations of Science,” the author 
feels justified in stating what is known 
(and useful to his purposes) and drawing 
his own conclusions. The reader may ind 
it easier to feel“ he is wrong than to 
prove it, but in any event he will come 
away with the vision broadened, the crani- 
um stretched, and perhaps a few “specula- 
tions” on his own.

The lesson of our time is that freedom 
must be earned, in each generation, by our in- 
tegrity and ability as citizens. Either we con- 
tinue to earn it, or we shall wake up some 
morning to find that it has slipped through our 
fingers, as it slipped through the hands of so 
many other people in the world. A dictator- 
ship will have taken it from us. 


| In our business hours many Ameri- 
cans speak of “Free Enterprise” as though it 
were a God-bestowed blessing. Some are sur- 
prised to find that it isn’t listed in the Declara- 
tion of Independence under Mr. Jefferson’s 
“unalienable rights.” es 


But freedom of enterprise, like our politi- 
cal liberties, doesn’t blow like the wind from 
Heaven. It must be earned. Either business, in 
serving itself, serves the public, or it invites 
strangling regulation. 


It can almost be said that the measure of 
our success as a republic is the amount of 
regulation we can get along without. Judged 
by this standard, we have a long way to go. 
Does anyone believe that either the Securities 
Exchange Act or the Taft-Hartley Labor Bill 
is a tribute to our success in self-discipline? 


* * * 


Taz duty of the business man and 
the labor leader in our community is to make 
our economic freedoms work. This is a duty 
they have to the whole public, not merely to 
their own group or class. It is far better that 
these men should disclose and assail the 
wrongs in our system than that they should 
see, hear and speak no evil. Either we do our 
own housekeeping or an indignant electorate 


will do it for us. 


What would have happened in the twenties, 
for example, if a few determined men in Wall 


Street had publicly denounced the iniquities 
then practised in the name of the Bull Market? 
Such an action would have broken all the rules 
of the Club, but the crash and the depression 
would have been easier, and business would 
have escaped a whole morass of legislation. 


And what restrictions could the labor 
movement have avoided if some audacious 
leader had insisted that his union be account- 
able to the laws and customs of contracts? 


It is taking us a long time to learn that, 


when we invite the devil to take the hindmost, 
the devil may take us all.

Stockholders of all kinds of business should be interested in fair treatment 
for railroad stockholders. 


Freight rates are too low to meet the mounting costs of railroad operation and 


allow’ railroad stockholders a fair return on their investments. If railroad 


stockholders are squeezed out—railroad operation would fall on the Govern- 


ment. Under Government operation, taxes to support the railroads would fall 


principally upon other corporations—owned, in turn, by their stockholders. 


In other words, stockholders everywhere would be penalized. 7 


Railroads should be treated equitably and given increased freight rates to 
meet increased costs and allow railroad stockholders a fair return. 


The cost of materials and supplies necessary to railroad operation has in- 
creased 87% since 1939; wages and wage taxes are up about 70%. Freight 


rate increases have produced only 15% additional revenue for hauling the aver- 


age ton of freight one mile. An increase in freight rates is needed. In the interest 
of everyone—employes included—freight rates should be adjusted promptly 


to the higher costs of performing transportation. 


What the railroads desire is just and reasonable rates, that in meeting their 
responsibility to the public in furnishing adequate and efficient transportation 
service at the lowest cost consistent, they be allowed to earn sufficient revenues 
to enable the railroads, under honest and economical and efficient management, 


to provide the public with the service it desires.

Bring 
this to the boiling point and add 
the scalded milk and cauliflower 
flowerettes. Season to taste with 
salt and pepper. Add slightly 
beaten egg yolks to a small por- 
tion of the soup, then add that 
to the remaining soup. Serve at 
once with a sprinkling of chopped 
parsley on top of each serving. 


To shell green soy beans, pour 
boiling water over them, let steep 
five minutes, then pour off the 
water.

Hygiene Clinic of the Veterans’ 
‘Administration. But both Dr. Na- 
than Blackman, head of the clinic, 
and Robert I. Beers, psychiatrist 
and social worker in charge of = 
boys, give credit to the boys’ 
project for their r p — 
ress. 

“This is an unusual experiment,” 
Dr. Blackman said, “and it came 
about through the boys them- 
selves. The originator, Bob Court- 
away, suggested to us that several 
of the boys get together and try 
to help each other with their mu- 
tual problems. The boys began 
meeting one day a week at the 
Occupational Therapy Workshop 
at 4567 Scott avenue and this ex- 
hibit is the result.” 

The exhibit by the fuur boys— 
Bob Courtaway, Roy Kelsey, Carl 
Reel and James Stephan—is a 
creditable example of craftsman- 
ship, featuring two paintings by 
Carl, a wood and woven reed tray 
and block wooden initial book ends 
by Bob, hammered aluminum 
coasters and a plastic salad set by 
Roy, and a set of fish-shaped plas- 
tie book ends by Jimmy. But more 
important than the tangible ar- 
ticles, in the opinion of Dr. Black- 
man and Social Worker Beers, are 
the intangible benefits. 

“Most of these boys admitted 
that they were shy about talking 
to strangers when they first joined 
the group,” Dr. Blackman said. 
“Now they talk with more confi- 
dence to strangers, even go readily 
to restaurants and dances. They 
don’t feel as concerned if some- 
one looks askance at their un- 
steady gait—weakness of the oppo-

site hand and leg to the injured 
side are sometimes present—and 
they have learned to relax and 
take themselves for granted.” 

They also.speak readily to.the 
interviewer, we found, for when 
we first went into the conference 
room, the four of them—curly- 
haired, bespectacled Bob, sandy- 
haired, freckled-faced Jimmy, tall 
dark Roy, and slight, blond, ever- 
smiling Carl—were shy and halt- 
ing in their expressions. But after 
a few minutes they were encour- 
aged with each other's efforts 
and even Jimmy, who insists he 

can’t say long sentences, was say- 
ing quite a few of them in eager- 
ness to express what they had ac- 
complished. 

“We'd like to show other vet- 
erans what we've done,” Bob said. 
“We think this is a lot better than 
sitting around at home and brood- 
ing as we did before.” 

“Yes, before I started doing this 
I was at home doing nothing,” 
Roy Kelsey added, “and the more 
I did nothing the more I felt like 
blowing my top.” 

Part of the work af the psychia- 
trists has been to meet with the 
families of the boys and try to 
dispel any misconceptions they 


may have and emphasize the need 
for patience and a warm, sympa- 
thetic attitude. As many other 
veterans found, these boys discov- 
ered their families meant to be 
helpful but were often overly, s0- 
licitoys. One mother hung too 
intently on her son’s words while 
another literally takes the words 
out of his mouth. Another one 
formed a habit of putting every- 
thing on the dinner table within 
close reach to save him the em- 
barrassment of asking for the salt 
or the sugar, which was of far 
less help than treating him nor- 
mally.

N three of the cases, aphasia 

was the result of a head injury. 

Bob Courtaway was injured in 
an airplane crash over England, 
Jimmy Stephan was hit by a mor- 
tar shell in the Philippines, Roy 
Kelsey by shell fragments during 
the ETO campaign. Reel's aphasia 
resulted from rheumatic fever. 

Through their group endeavor, 
the boys have learned to overcome 
the impact of being considered 
slow of thought just because their 
sentences are halting or imperfect. 
Actually the mind of aphasiacs is 
as keen and alert as it was before 
the injury but the fact that the 


center of speech, usually on the 
left side of the brain, was injured, 
means that a considerable amount 
of associations, pathways and re- 
lays that were painstakingly es- 
tablished through infancy and 
childhood have to be relearned 
and reactivated on the opposite, 
right side of the brain. 

To date, two of the boys, Bob 
and Roy, have regained their 
speech—to the casual observer— 
almost completely. 

“Talking in a group stimulates 
us to use more words,” Bob said, 
“and Roy and I are able to help 
Jim and Carl, who aren’t quite as 
advanced as we are.” 

“These boys don’t want sym- 
pathy,” Dr. Blackman is quick to 
point out. “They want to get the 
message over that they’re in there 
slugging and trying to prove 
themselves. And each one, “in 
spite of his handicap, is taking up 
some form of training to enable 
him to be doth 9 — * and in- 
dependent eventually. 

The boys were eager to give 
credit to their teachers at Central 
Institute for the Deaf; at the 
Y.M.H.A., where they go swim- 
ming; at the Occupational Ther- 
apy Workshop. In addition, Carl 
has been studying painting with 


Tanasko Milovich and other art- 
ists, and has found that, “although 
the colors were hazy oe I first 
started, now I can 
them better and ethan 
shades of colors.” 

Carl would like to make paint- 
ing his profession. Bob, who is 


going to business college, study- , 


ing accounting, is not quite set- 
tled as to what sort of job he'd 
like to get, and Jimmy, who en- 
listed in the Army so he could 
join the cavalry, wants to do any. 
sort of work so long as it has to 
do with the care of horses. Roy, 
who worked at the Clark-Sprague 
Printing Co. before the war, in- 
tends to return to his job as a 
printer. 

“It'll be slow for a while, but I 
expect to make the grade,” he said 
with determination. 

Optimism among the group is 
currently high as the result of 
their exhibition and the progress 
they feel they have made, and 
most of all they want to pass on 
their experiences to other veter- 
ans. 


“We feel that if fellows like us 
can solve our problems,” Roy 
summed it up, “those veterans 
that aren't handicapped can do it, 
too.” 


‘Bing Adopts Belgian Orphan 
Zy Dr. Daniel Poling 


HAT would you do if you 


had four sons, all clamoring , ee 
for a sister? I know wů-hat 


Bing Crosby did. With the con- 


sent and collaboration of the „ 


mother of his four sons, he adopt- 


ed a little girl—ll-year-old Zulme 


Scheinowitz. 

Zulme was born in Liege, Bel- 
gium, of orthodox Jewish parents. 
When Bing found her, she was 
under the care of Rescue Children, 
Inc. of 1480 Broadwhy, New York 
City. This organization main- 
tains seventeen children’s centers 
in Europe, where 3000 youngsters 
orphaned by the war are housed. 
Zulme lives in a hostel in Ant- 
werp. Her father was seized by 
the Nazis when she was six years 
old and never a word bas been 
heard from him since he was 
taken away. The mother and her 
two little girls fled to the woods 
and were protected by the Maquis, 
underground patriots of France. 
After V-E day this broken family 
returned to Belgium. Zulme’s 
mother and sister had been strick- 
en with tuberculosis and were 
sent to a sanitarium. Now Zulme, 
though she may continue to live 
in Belgium awaiting the hoped- 
for recovery of her mother and 
sister, has an American home and 
four brothers. 


As her foster parent, Bing 
Crosby contributes a dollar a day 
for the care of this child. Hun- 
dreds of other Americans through 
Rescue Children, Inc., have been 
given a like opportunity to father 
and mothef orphans of the Hitler 
terror. The homes maintained by 
this organization are scattered 
through France, Germany and 
Sweden as well as Belgium. Even 
as I write, 650 additional boys and 
girls who were discovered strand- 
ed in Romania have been rescued. 
Another 500 have been granted 
entrance into Palestine on a legal, 
non-quota basis. There are thou- 
sands of others who must be 
helped, but who cannot be until 
additional funds are contributed. 


One means of supporting this 
project is through the adoption 
plan and a contribution of $1 a 
day. Foster parents are encour- 
aged to correspond with the chil- 
dren, to send them occasional 
gifts, and to give them the feeling

HE family that have a feeble- 

minded child in their circle 

have a grievous problem in- 
deed, one which is most difficult 
to solve. This child will always 
remain a child, dependent upon 
the family for affection and pro- 
tective care. 

The feeble-minded child must be 
protected from the pressures of 
life. The ordinary classroom is 
not for them. They cannot share 
the games of the normally healthy 
children because they cannot 
make the necessary adjustments 
of mind and body and are either 
shoved aside or, if allowed to 
play, used to the advantage of the 
others. Then there is always the 
danger of their being injured be- 
cause they do not know, are not 
able to see ahead and take care 
of themselves. 

* * * 


ABOVE ALL. they must be pro- 
tected from strangers who might 
use them for bad ends such as 
thieving, entering places where 
they should not be and so place 
themselves in danger of- punish- 
ment by the authorities. It is not 
possible always to keep them at 
home under supervision and the 
effort to do so is a severe strain 
on the mother and the other chil- 
dren. 

The other children have a share 
in the burden this child lays on 
the family. If they take him with 
them they are handicapped in 
their play, their associates will 
shun them, they lose valuable ex- 
periences and associations and 
without good resulting to anyone. 
The child is not helped and the 
other children are hurt.

THERE IS ONLY one sensible 
thing to do with such a child and 
that is to place him in a school 
where he is cared for 24 hours a 
day by. people trained for that 
work in a place where they find 
happiness through occupation and 
in association with others whose 
abilities are on about the same 
level. 

This is important to such chil- 
dren. In association with normal 
children the weak ones must fail 
and continual failure makes them 
unhappy and unhappiness: lessens 
their already weak mental ability.

their efforts, they pick up.
